3 vicious break-ins, 
assaults see cops 
issue alert in Garneau

Residents on a quiet Garneau street 
are shaken after police warned that 
there could be a serial sexual pred¬ 
ator targeting their neighbourhood. 

Police revealed yesterday that 
since February, three vicious sexual 
assaults have occurred in the area 
of 111 Street and 81 Avenue, two of 
which were in the same house. 

"Because of the similarities in the 
crimes, we felt it necessary for the 
safety of the residents of Edmonton 
to be notified," said sexual assault 
section detective Scott McMorran. 

In each of the three attacks, the 
attacker forcibly entered the homes 
while the women were sleeping in 
the middle of the night. 

The attacker, who is only de¬ 
scribed as a man of average build 
wearing dark clothing, first targeted 
a 24-year-old woman on an early 
morning in February. Police believe 


the man returned to the same house 
earlier this month and brutally sex¬ 
ually assaulted a 47-year-old 
woman who lived there. 

"She's pretty tough, she fought 
him off," said a neighbour of the 47- 
year-old victim. "It's a hard thing, 
because she's got a young daughter 
too." 

The neighbour, who asked to re¬ 
main anonymous, said she wasn't 
sure if the woman's daughter was 
home at the time of the attack. 

'As your neighbours, you want to 
be there to support them, but not 
really ask too much," she said. 

The most recent attack took place 
over the weekend. The suspect 
broke into a house around the cor¬ 
ner on 80 Avenue and 111 Street, 
then pepper-sprayed and sexually 
assaulted a 21 -year-old woman. 

"Make sure they're diligent of 
locking doors and windows and be 
aware of what they're doing during 
the night, reporting any unusual 
circumstances or suspicious people 
in the area," McMorran said, adding 
that police warned residents about 
the attacks over the weekend.

Stelmach has 
carbon date in 
Saskatchewan

Alberta's Ed Stelmach will talk 
trade concerns and try to ignore the 
fact his provincial pockets are 
bulging with energy loot when he 
meets with western premiers at a 
conference today in Prince Albert, 
Sask. 

Stelmach will be trying to pitch 
the idea of removing trade barriers. 
He says the economic downturn in 
the U.S. is putting pressures on 
Canada, but with all of the pre¬ 
mier's backing his plans to end 
trade barriers, the western 
provinces could be an economic 
powerhouse for the rest of the 
country. 

"We should be focused on reduc¬ 
ing the often, very ridiculous trade 
and mobility barriers..said Stel¬ 
mach. Stelmach's Tory government 
recently made a similar agreement 
with British Columbia. 

Alberta's premier faces major 
challenges as he promotes carbon 
capture as a way of dealing with 
the spectre of climate change. B.C., 
and Manitoba support a cap-and- 
trade emissions system as the best 
way to reduce carbon dioxide emis¬

Liberals acquire 
Suncor document 
on tainted water

Tainted water has been 
leaking into the Athabasca 
River at a rate of 67 litres 
per second for more than 30 
years from an old oilsands 
tailings pond owned by 
Suncor, says a report ob¬ 
tained by the Alberta Liber¬ 
als yesterday. 

The expert report, pre¬ 
pared for Suncor for its Tar 
Island Dyke in November 
2007 says about five million 
litres of the toxic water has 
leaked into the soil adjacent 
to the Athabasca River each 
day since the 1960s, enough 
to fill five Olympic-sized 
swimming 
pools. 

"This 
govern¬ 
ment re¬ 
fuses to 
acknowl¬ 
edge that its jobs 
(this) exists, 
or that it 
has significant environmen¬ 
tal or health impacts," said 
Liberal Environment critic, 
David Swann., to reporters 
yesterday. 

"The (government) owes 
an apology to all Albertans, 
this is clearly a government 
that doesn't want to do its 
job, it doesn't admit to what 
scientists are already telling 
us about the potential im¬ 
pacts on environment and 
health." 

The report, authored by a 
wastewater-management 
firm and six experts from 
the University of Waterloo, 


says the water that is 
seeped through the soil does 
eventually make it river. 

Environment Minister 
Rob Renner confirmed dur¬ 
ing question period the Tar 
Island pond is old, but adds 
there was no evidence of 
river contamination. 

Renner also said water is 
currently being removed 
from the pond and into a 
new holding area that is 
new and "higher-tech." 

A baseline study that will 
look into the implications 
oilsands projects have on 
biodiversity has also just 
been taken on by the 
province, Premier Ed Stel- 
mach told reporters yester¬ 
day. 

"We are doing a whole 
bunch of little things, bit 
and pieces, a study here a 
study there, but we have to 
collate it alto¬ 
gether so we 
have some¬ 
thing that can 
stand before, 
not only Alber¬ 
tans, but in¬ 
vestors, other 
countries and 
other jurisdic¬ 
tions," Stelmach said. 

The report comes a week 
after the Liberals released 
an internal Suncor report 
that says nearly one million 
litres of contaminated water 
was released into the 
Athabasca from a waste- 
water pond at the com¬ 
pany's Millennium API 
Upgrader plant. Oilsands 
developments have has 
been under scrutiny in re¬ 
cent weeks after 500 ducks 
died after landing in a toxic 
tailings pond near Fort Mc- 
Murray last month.

Provincial court youth 
judge James Koshman will 
give his verdict Aug. 15. 

The Crown is seeking a 
lifetime, adult sen¬ 
tence with an eligibil¬ 
ity of parole for seven 
years. 

A defence lawyer 
for the accused is ar¬ 
guing for a youth sen¬ 
tence. That could 
include maximum of four 
years in custody followed by 
three years under commu¬ 
nity supervision. 


Bar has licence 
revoked and 
forced to close

Neighbours, business own¬ 
ers and police are celebrating 
the closure of the Windmill 
Bar and Grill at Millbourne 
Shopping Centre. 

"The silence 
has been golden," 
said Dave Eccele- 
stone, whose wife 
manages the 
nearby Mill- 
bourne Mews 
townhouse com¬ 
plex, referring to evenings 
free of tire burn-outs, loud 
fights, car alarms and 
smashed glass. 

"We'll be able to sleep at 
night and open our win¬ 
dows." 

The city's quasi-judicial 
standing committee heard 
from a parade of people who 
say that since the Mill Woods 
bar had its licence revoked 


on May 15, they've seen a 
positive difference in the 
neighbourhood. 

George Broumas, co¬ 
owner of the pub, left in a 
frustrated hurry half-way 
through the hearing after 
getting his ten minutes to 
speak on his side of the ap¬ 
peal. 

He said the "unfair 
process" had already caused 
him irreversible 
damage and he was¬ 
n't concerned if the 
business got its li¬ 
cence back 
"I'm not here to 
have my licence re¬ 
instated," he said. 
"Injustice has al¬ 
ready been done. It's a beau¬ 
tiful day; I'm going to go 
enjoy it." 

He blamed other people 
for the problems in the area, 
from the mall owner, accus¬ 
ing him of planting bottles 
outside the Windmill, to Sgt. 
Gary Godziuk with the city 
police Public Safety Compli¬ 
ance, who Broumas said 
wasn't honest in reports.

Tory travel expense records altered 


The Conservative government 
has twice altered expense 
records for international trips 
after Torstar News Service 
questioned the high cost of the 
excursion. 

The records on a publicly 
available website were 
changed — thousands of dol¬ 


lars removed in one case and a 
lengthy journey shortened in 
another — for past trips in¬ 
volving then-foreign affairs 
minister Maxime Bernier and 
Brian Jean, parliamentary 
secretary to the minister of 
transport. 

In both cases the govern¬ 


ment refused to provide the 
printed records — tickets, 
hotel records — that would 
verify the change. 

The travel records are kept 
on the federal government's 
website under the heading 
Proactive Disclosure.

State-controlled media yesterday praised the United 
Nations for the help it has given to the 2.4 million peo¬ 
ple left destitute in the Irrawaddy delta, suggesting 
some thawing in the junta's frosty relationship with the 
outside world. 


UN praised 


Western nations 
dismayed by 
junta’s decision 

Myanmar's junta extended 
the house arrest of opposi¬ 
tion leader Aung San Suu Kyi 
yesterday, a move that dis¬ 
mayed some of the Western 
nations who promised mil¬ 
lions of dollars in aid after 
cyclone Nargis. 

Officials drove to the 
Nobel laureate's lakeside 
Yangon home to read out an 
extension order in person, 
said a government official, 
who asked not to be identi¬ 
fied. 

UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon, who just returned 
to New York from a weeklong 
aid mission in Myanmar, ex¬ 
pressed disappointment but 


refrained from sharp criti¬ 
cism. 

He added that his special 
envoy for Myanmar, Ibrahim 
Gambari, would raise the 
issue of Suu Kyi with the 
junta. 

The 62-year-old Suu Kyi, 
whose National League for 
Democracy party won a 1990 
election by a landslide only to 
be denied power by the 
army, has now spent nearly 
13 of the last 18 years under 
some form of arrest. 

Her latest period of deten¬ 
tion started on May 30,2003, 


"for her own protection" after 
clashes between her sup¬ 
porters and pro-junta thugs 
in the northern town of De- 
payin. The last of a series of 
yearlong extensions expired 
yesterday. 

Although few expected 
Suu Kyi to be released, the 
extension is a timely re¬ 
minder of the ruling mili¬ 
tary's refusal to make any 
concessions on the domestic 
political front despite its 
grudging acceptance of for¬ 
eign help after the May 2 cy¬ 
clone. REUTERS

TESTIMONY A U.S.

DATA Newly diagnosed 
cases of post-traumatic stress 
disorder among U.S. troops 
sent to Iraq and Afghanistan 
surged 46.4 per cent in 2007, 
bringing the five-year total 
to nearly 40,000, according 
to U.S. military data released 
yesterday. 

RELIEF The United Nations 
said yesterday it had raised 
roughly 60 per cent of its 
initial $200-million target for 
aid for cyclone-ravaged 
Myanmar, where aid workers 
were now experiencing 
fewer access problems.

Team to use anger 
as motivation in 
critical Game 3 

On the 200-kilometre stretch 
of highway from Erie, Pa., to 
Pittsburgh, there were no 
fewer than 21 deer carcasses 
on the shoulders of the south¬ 
bound lanes yesterday. 

Around here, the only other 
species to have almost as 
tough a Memorial Day week¬ 
end was the Penguins. They 
also were road kill; rolled over 
with machine-like efficiency 
by the Detroit Red Wings in 
the first two games of the 
Stanley Cup final. 

It's a desperate situation for 
the Penguins as they prepare 
to play Game 3 on home ice 
tonight. Only two teams in 
NHL history have rallied from 
an 0-3 series deficit. The Pens, 
who have rarely touched the 
puck, let alone scored in the 
series, can't be counted on to 


become the third. 

But, instead of freezing in 
the headlights, the Pens are 
flailing back. In lieu of of¬ 
fence, they are desperately 
trying to manufacture some 
passion, settling for cheap 
shots on and off the ice when 


they can't create any shots on 
it. 

"Hopefully, we've built a 
little of that anger up and we 
can use that to our advan¬ 
tage," Pittsburgh veteran Gary 
Roberts said yesterday. 

It was Roberts, while try¬ 


ing to do just that late in Game 
2, who hit Detroit's Johan 
Franzen in the head with a 
gloved left hand. Franzen had 
just returned from a six-game 
absence due to concussion 
symptoms. The 42-year-old 
Roberts later claimed it was 
an accidental shoulder that hit 
Franzen. 

"Does he have shoulder 
pads on his hands?" wondered 
an incredulous Detroit coach 
Mike Babcock. 

Roberts said Franzen, who 
fell to the ice and remained 
there for a few moments, was 
putting on a show with his 
theatrics. It was a clever salvo 
in what could have become an 
escalating war of words. 
That's tough to create, how¬ 
ever, when one team won't 
play along. "We have thick 
skin," responded Detroit for¬ 
ward Kris Draper. "The bot¬ 
tom line is we're trying to win 
hockey games."

With its arrival on the scene 
in early '08, the new 2009 
Corolla represents the 10th 
generation of this venerable 
Toyota nameplate, which 
was first introduced to the 
world in 1966.

Nurses needed 


Province's hospitals 
could use another 
2,000, expert says

A lberta has more than 
30,000 registered nurses 
but it's not enough. Ac¬ 
cording to Margaret Hadley, pres¬ 
ident of the College and 
Association of Registered Nurses 
of Alberta, the province's hospitals 
could use another 1,500 to 2,000 
immediately. 

"The real concern is that 18 per 
cent of our membership is over 56 
years of age, so we're looking at 
retirement of these nurses at any 
time," she says. "We are not coping 
very well, especially in some areas 


where we have a 40 per cent va¬ 
cancy rate to fill available nursing 
positions." Recently, the provincial 
government provided more fund¬ 
ing for education of new nurses 
with the goal of 2,000 graduates 
by 2012, but we need help now, 
she adds. 

And there are thousands of peo¬ 
ple across Canada who want to be 
nurses, but there's not enough 
spots in colleges, and not enough 
capable instructors. 

International recruitment is 
helping to some extent, but Cana¬ 
dian graduates are needed as well. 
"We are still feeling the cuts of the 
'90s, when governments slashed 
jobs. A lot of nurses couldn't get 
positions, so (they) left the coun¬ 
try, or went into other professions. 
Now we're paying the price for 


that," she says. Strategies to keep 
older nurses working, such as 
using part-timers to give regular 
staff more weekends and evenings 
off, would make the hours more 
appealing, she adds. 

"But nursing is a 24-hour job; 
there's always going to be a need 
for shift work." 

Without adequate numbers of 
nurses, the patients in hospitals 
are not getting the care they need. 
"People are living longer and need¬ 
ing acute care like we didn't see in 
the past," she says. "The current 
nursing shortage boils down to pa¬ 
tient safety and we've got to im¬ 
prove it immediately." 

Recently, the province of Alberta 
provided more funding for 
education of new nurses with the 
goal of 2,000 graduates by 2012.

Like many professionals, 
Anne Breakey Hart arrived at 
a turning point in her career 
and realized she needed a 
change.

hospital volunteerism. 

"It's making sure that peo¬ 
ple are happy to be here and 
that they've made a good fit 
or a good match between the 
person's interests and needs 
and what our needs are," An¬ 
derson says. 

'A lot of the challenges 
come from trying to schedule 


that many people and peo¬ 
ple's lives constantly change. 
It just takes a lot of flexibility 
and understanding because 
we deal with a diverse group 
of people of all ages and 
backgrounds." 

Both Anderson and 
Breakey Hart are quick to 
point out they almost never 
have to search for prospec¬ 
tive volunteers. 

It's a pleasant predicament 
for Breakey Hart, who says 
Sick Kids typically has a wait 
list of diverse applicants 
ranging from teenagers to 
seniors, for the roughly 1,200 
volunteer positions working 
within and outside of the 
hospital each year. 

Managing these small vol¬ 


unteer armies has as much to 
do with handling emotions as 
it does with juggling sched¬ 
ules and organizing training 
programs. Volunteers often 
become attached to patients 
and care has to be taken to 
help them if a patient takes a 
turn for the worse. 

"If there is a situation 
where the outcome is poor or 
the child may die, we spend 
time with the individual or 
the group of volunteers who 
are involved with that child 
and we either have meetings 
with them or may do some 
kind of service so they have 
the opportunity to talk about 
that child," Breakey Hart says. 

"Being available is a criti¬ 
cal thing." 
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Consultants focus on helping doctors 


'Many lack time 
to run their business’

D octors, generally, are pretty 
sharp. Those prefixes in 
front of their names are 
there for a reason. They excel aca¬ 
demically, or at least have at some 
point of their lives. 

Having said this, however, it 
also is fair to suggest that, gener¬ 
ally, a large number of Canadian 
doctors lack business acumen. 


"That certainly appears to be the 
case," acknowledges Jivi Khehra, a 
medical-practice consultant for 
more than 14 years. "More and 
more doctors seem to be getting 
business degrees, but the majority 
of doctors who run private prac¬ 
tices in Canada appear to be in 
need of definite assistance when it 
comes to running their busi¬ 
nesses." 

Khehra, who operates in New 
Westminster, B.C., is by no means 
knocking Canadian doctors for 
their business shortcomings. 

"It's easily understandable," she 


says. "I can't tell you how many 
doctors I've met over the years 
who are so focused on their prac¬ 
tices and on helping people that 
they simply don't have the time to 
properly run their businesses. De¬ 
pending on where they are, doc¬ 
tors have anywhere from 1,500 to 
2,200 patients. There are many 
who are stressed and tired and 
simply haven't had time to make 
themselves aware of how to oper¬ 
ate efficiently." 

Enter medical-practice consult¬ 
ants. 

"We're like any other business 


consultants," she says, "except that 
we deal with people who often 
don't think of their practices as 
businesses. 

'And, in too many cases, they 
don't even think about how to im¬ 
prove their businesses. They're too 
busy concentrating on their pa¬ 
tients to concentrate on change." 

Medical-practice consultants 
are paid to lead doctors into 
change. Khehra has an MBA in 
leadership and is working on a 
PHD in organizational behaviour. 

As she explains on her website, 
www. windsofchange.info , Khehra 


provides clients with programs 
that range from operational con¬ 
sulting and support to writing of 
organizational and training tools 
to customer service to managing 
and training employees. 

Similarly, Practice Solutions Con¬ 
sulting ( www.practicesolutions.ca ), 
a conglomerate that was formed in 
1996 and is affiliated with the 
Canadian Medical Association, has 
developed what it calls a "proven, 
six-step process" for doctors. 

It covers everything from office- 
location advice to setting up tele¬ 
phone and computer systems.

Patients use art to 
express emotions

W ho knew you could 
equate red meat with 
personal conflict? 

It could be a symbol of how 
powerful carnal urges and 
irascible dispositions can 
compromise reasoned and 
careful attempts to improve 
quality of life. It might repre¬ 
sent a person wrestling with 
the idea of becoming a vegan. 
It may unearth a painful 
childhood memory of how 
someone burned a hand on a 
barbecue, uncovering a fear of 
fire or heat. And it all might 
start with drawing something 
as simple as a hamburger. 

Self-exploration through 
creative acts is just one aspect 
of what art therapy is all 
about: The psychological dis¬ 
cipline chooses the canvas 
(among other media) over the 
couch as means to express 
thoughts and emotions. The 
therapist acts as a guide and 
analyst for patients who use 
imagery, colour and creativity 
to stimulate, heal andjoumey 
into the mind. In this world,

the old adage of a picture 
speaking a thousand words 
couldn't be truer. 

"Everyone has an artistic 
thought process. You have a 
thought process when you 
look at different colours," says 
art therapist Esther Zeller. 
"It's learning about who you 
are, how you react to the 
world and how it reacts to 
you. This is just a different 
way to get there." 

Art therapy is a more es¬ 
tablished and widespread dis¬ 
cipline in both the U.S. and 
the U.K. than in Canada, but 
some domestic universities do 
offer art therapy courses 
(such as Concordia and the 
University of Alberta). For the 
most part, however, tomor¬ 
row's art therapists get their 
training at specialized private 
schools such as the Toronto 


Art Therapy Institute or Van¬ 
couver Art Therapy Institute 
(TATI and VATI, respectively). 
Requirements vary between 
schools, but degrees in either 
art or psychology are usually 
what they look for in their 
prospective students. 

Dr. Helene Burt, executive 
director of TATI, says public 
funding for education has 
limited the availability of art 
therapy training in Canada. 

"The education systems are 
different. Universities in the 
States are businesses and if 
they can offer something that 
people will buy, they will," 
Burt said. "Here, they're pub¬ 
licly funded with taxpayer 
money and they're much 
more conservative. They 
don't take risks, and they 
don't offer something unless 
it's really tried and true."

Navigators help 
those with cancer

It's an average day at 
Toronto's Princess Margaret 
Hospital's genitourinary clinic 
and Marcia MacLeod is hard 
at work handling the dozens of 
patients pouring through for 
their regular examinations. 

The energetic registered 
nurse (R.N.) case manager 
works through her roster of 
appointments with military 
precision, greeting her patients 
as if they were long-lost 
friends, asking questions 
about the goings-on in their 
lives and dis¬ 
cussing details 
of their treat¬ 
ment. 

This is 

MacLeod's 
way of person¬ 
alizing the 

service she 
gives as a 
front-line on¬ 
cology nurse at 
one of North 
America's foremost cancer 
hospitals. 

"We have to make a good 
first impression because if I 
gave a patient the impression 
that I wasn't interested in 
helping him or her through, I 
think they'd be very reluctant 
to call me," she says. 

R.N. case managers, as 
they're known in Ontario—or 
cancer patient navigators as 
they're referred to in provinces 
such as Nova Scotia and Al¬ 
berta — are equal parts pa¬ 
tient advocate, educator, coach 


and care co-ordinator, helping 
patients navigate health-care 
systems that can at times 
seem impossibly complex. 

Rather than call their doc¬ 
tors with questions and con¬ 
cerns, patients use these 
specialized nurses as their 
point people for questions 
about everything from med¬ 
ication side-effects to moral 
support, thereby freeing an 
often over-burdened corps of 
oncologists to handle more pa¬ 
tients. 

Sandra Cook, project man¬ 
ager for cancer patient naviga¬ 
tion with Cancer Care Nova 
Scotia, says the cancer patient 
navigator designation was im¬ 
plemented in her province in 
2001 at the re¬ 
quest of pa¬ 
tients, families 
and front-line 
staff who re¬ 
alized the 

need for more 
individual 
care and 

treatment 
within expan¬ 
sive, typically 
impersonal 

systems. 

"What patients and the pri¬ 
mary health-care teams told 
us is that the system is frag¬ 
mented and they needed a go¬ 
to person in the community 
that could have an expertise in 
cancer and expertise to help 
with the cancer system and 
the cancer journey," Cook says. 

"The cancer centres found 
that the patient who was nav¬ 
igated came prepared to make 
decisions, was able to under¬ 
stand their disease and their 
disease pathology."

Similar programs have been 
implemented or are being 
studied across Canada. 

Donna Czukar, director of 
cancer information and sup¬ 
port for the Ontario division of 
the Canadian Cancer Society, 
feels although there is still 
work to be done to perfect the 
level of treatment across the 
country, increasingly person¬ 
alized front-line cancer care is 
easing the burden on ill pa¬ 
tients, their loved ones, and 
the health-care system as a 
whole. 

"I think the good news is 
that it's getting more attention 
and the services that are ad¬ 
dressing these needs are get¬ 
ting more profile and will be 
addressed more," she says. 

Back at Princess Margaret, 
MacLeod acknowledges de¬ 
spite the rigorous workload, 
she finds strength and a cer¬ 
tain energy from her hundreds 
of patients. 

"Knowing that you're up 
against a potentially terminal 
illness, that takes great 
courage," she explains. "(See¬ 
ing people do) it with humour, 
doing it with consideration for 
other patients, it feels like I 
come to church every day. I'm 
not a church-going person, but 
sometimes I say I don't need to 
go to church because of what I 
see here."
